Interest free Sharia mortgages 
and benefits for two wives

S yet another new mosque starts 

to change the skyline in south 
west London, there’s been a scramble 
for houses in the neighbourhood with 
Muslims snapping up anything and 
everything that is up for sale. 
The South Norwood Islamic Centre was 
given planing permission last year by 
Croydon Council to redevelop a large 
Victorian house and outbuildings in 
Cliff Road that used to be a family-run 
printing business. The planning consent 
for roof top domes and minarets will 


change the whole character of South. 


Norwood. 


Local estate agents report a ‘feverish . 


frenzy’ for property, with large four 
bedroomed houses and maisonettes in 
demand from a steady 
stream of Muslim buyers 
seeking accommodation 
as near as possible to the 
new mosque: 

“Those -selling homes 
within the vicinity of Cliff 
Road can just about name 
their price,” reported one 
agent. “Many buyers are 
‘cash-in-hand’, but others {4 
are taking advantage of |

extended families of the 


new arrivals with locals reporting that 
some men appear to have more than 
one wife.

The Home Office even acknowledges 
that Muslims are getting bogus divorces 
in order to bring a second wife into the 
country and have briefed immigration 
officers to let extra wives in. 

“Entry clearance may not be withheld 
from a second wife even where the 
husband’s divorce of his previous wife 


is. thought to be-one of convenience,” 


an immigration rulebook advises. It 
continues, “This is so, even if to issue 
the entry clearance would lead to the 
formation of a polygamous household.”

Fear of racism accusations colour White jurors Judgement 


LACK and ethnic minority 

jurors are more likely to find 
a Black or Asian defendant ‘not 
guilty’ than a white defendant 
on trial for a similar offence. 
That’s according to a report by the 
Ministry of Justice on diversity and 
fairness in the jury system. 
The report said that this leniency by 
black and Asian jurors was because 
they felt the the courts were inherently 
‘racist’ in dealing with ethnic minority 
defendants. 
It said that jurors attempted to deal 
with this perceived bias in the criminal 
justice system by trying to redress 
the balance by favouring Black and 
Asian defendants facing trial. 
The study of racially mixed juries 
was carried out by Cheryl Thomas, 
honorary professor at University 
College, London. It involved twenty 
seven simulated trials where the 
racial make-up of the defendant,

victim and jurors was varied. 
“Black ethnic minority jurors showed 
same-race leniency towards BME 
defendants and were significantly less 
likely to vote to convict a BME 
defendant than a white defendant,” 
the report said. 

But it wasn’t only Black and Asian 
jurors that were unduly sympathetic 
to minority defendants - 
white jurors were too! 
They were fuelled by 
self-doubt that they 
might be showing ‘racist’ 
tendencies or be accused 
of racism, if they dared'to 
convict Black and Asian 
defendants. 

“White jurors serving

on racially mixed juries appear 
to be particularly sensitive to the 
position of a black person in a 
criminal court, as defendant or 
victim,” the report found. 
Surprisingly, Lord Falconer, the 
Secretary of State for Justice, wasn’t 
concerned about the apparent 
reluctance of juries to find Black 
and Asian defendants guilty of the 
offences they had been charged with.

Major Robert Perkins RIP

T IS with great sadness we report 
the death of Major Robert 
‘Robbie’ Perkins at the age of 53. 
Although born in Salisbury, Robert 
was an old ‘Plymothian’, having

He 
took great pride in being, for a time, 
Army Squash Champion, and was also 
a member of the Victory Services 
Club (London). 
Sadly the experiences of these conflicts 
(of Bosnia in particular) left their mark 
on Robbie. He was witness to acts 
of such inhumanity and savagery that 
as a result he suffered the horrors of 
Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder (PTSD). This

British jobs have been lost and lives of British workers have been runaa 


Browns ten years

ORDON Brown’s coronation 
as Prime Minister is being 
spun as a fitting reward for ten 


years of successfully running the 


national economy. The truth could 
not be more different. 

Actual figures hidden behind the 
spin reveal the disastrous legacy 
of Brown’s decade as Chancellor 
- the destruction of the manufac- 
turing industrial bedrock ofthe British 
economy. : 
When Brown moved into No. 11 
in 1997, the New Labour manifesto 
pledged to “strengthen and expand 
Britain’s industrial base”. The reality 
is that for the past ten years that 
base has stagnated in terms of total 
output and shrunk to less than 15% 


of the national economy - its smallest 


share for over 200 years - and nearly 
1,250,000 jobs in manufacturing have 
been lost. 

Britain, once the Workshop of the 


World, is now dependent on foreign _ 


imports for manufactured goods, 
running up an ever growing trade 
deficit in the process. For centuries 
Britain exported far more manufac- 
tured goods than she imported, our 
manufacturing exports were the 
foundation of the nation’s prosperity. 
Then the Conservatives under Maggie 
Thatcher took their ‘free market’ axe 
to our industry and by 1983, for the 
first time in history, Britain recorded 
a trade deficit in manufactured goods 
and it has been the same ever since.

earlier this year to apologise for 
Slavery, but the Labour Government, 
now under Gordon Brown, is playing 
its part in reinventing slavery for the 
modern era. 
Our new Chinese slaves might live and 
work at the other side of the world, 
but that does not make them any less 
victims of slavery. 
I visited Primark recently for a pair of 
office trousers, and was astounded to 
find them marked at £4. This wasn’t a 
special offer nor a loss leader, just a 
standard rack of trousers. 
Now this is just one hour’s labour at 
the minimum wage, for which our new 
Chinese slaves need to source the raw 
material, spin the yarn, weave the cloth, 
cut and sew the garment, ship it to 
Europe and for-Primark to slap a 100% 
mark-up on it. 


CHINA: A pair of trousers made for £2. 
Importing Chinese manufactured goods 
is promoting slavery in China, however, 
this is slavery with a twist, for we 
have no direct control over our slaves. 
So when their Chinese masters gain 
a monopoly of supply in most of the 
key areas of modern need, which they 
already have done in many fields of 
production, they can charge what they 
like for their goods. A £2 pair of trousers 
rises to £20, or more importantly that 
£2 computer chip spirals to £20. 

This will cause our already hopeless 
trade-deficit to balloon to epic propor- 
tions because Britain now produces no 
trousers nor chips of her own, or any 
other similar products. 

Labour and Tory politicians who have 
championed our evolution into a post- 
industrial service industry nation, will 
lose credibility as voters find life without 
consumer goods rather unappealing.

CARBOROUGH FC, one of the 

oldest football clubs in England, 
has folded after a judge at a 
Leeds Crown Court wound up the 
debt-ridden club. | 
Scarborough FC was founded in 
1879 and played its early games at 
the local cricket club’s ground. It 
was originally known as Scarborough 
Cricketers FC, as the team was made 
up of cricketers from the town, but 
became known as just Scarborough 
Football Club in 1898. 
The team had several minor successes 
in the 1970s, when they won the FA 
Trophy three times and finished as 
runners-up once. 
Scarborough was a non-league side 
until 1987, when it became the 
first team ever to win automatic 
promotion from the then Vauxhall 
Conference into Division Four. The 
club wastwice involved in play-offs 
but never managed to gain promotion 


within the Football League. 

In 1999, the team was relegated back 
to the Conference and from there it 
was a downward slope. In 2006 they 
were relegated into the Conference 
North and last season finished second 
to bottom of that league and were 
relegated - again, this time to the 
Northern Premier League. 

But Scarborough FC had also run-up 
debts of £2million and the proposed 
rescue package for the club involved 
selling off their McCain Stadium to pay 
its creditors. However this wasalways 
a non-starter because of a covenant on 
the ground which restricted its use to 
sport and not for development or the 
building of houses. 

It is a very sad day for Scarborough, 
for football and football supporters 
in general. As the Premiership clubs 
get richer and richer, paying obscene 
wages and transfer fees for foreign 
players, Britain’s smaller grass-roots 
clubs are left to go to the wall.

400 year-old crofter's cottage 


bulldozed by Leeds Council 


HE bulldozing of an ancient 

crofter’s cottage in Alwoodley, 
north Leeds has been described as 
“a monstrous act of vandalism” by 
local historians. 
The 17th century tiny Yorkshire stone 
cottage on King Lane was remarkable 
for its distinctively tall chimney and 
the fact that it had survived close 
to the junction of Stairfoot Lane for 
more than 400 years. 


- Leeds City Council demolished the 


crofter’s cottage along with a modern 
bungalow built alongside it to make 
way for a development. | 

Steve Burt, a local historian and 
author of the book ‘An Illustrated 
History of Alwoodley’, condemned

the council’s actions. 

“It was a unique structure. In essence 
it was one of the oldest crofters’ 
cottages for that area and a reminder 
of the poor farmers who grew oats and 
herded sheep on moorland owned by 
the Lane-Fox family of Bramham.” 
Demolition of the cottage was 
approved by Leeds City Council in 
March, who said that the usual period 
of public consultation was given 
without a recorded objection. 

It is all rather depressing that the 
protection of this unique part of 
British history was left solely down 
to the public and that Leeds Council 
itself were not able to safeguard the 
future of the cottage.

councillors led a demonstration 
outside Corsham Town Hall as 
Michael Simpkins, a 47 year-old
